In  February,  a  series  of 
stop  signs  for  fifteen  inter- 
sections on  Potrero  Hill 
were  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors, 

The  stop  sign  proposal 
was  initiated  in  November 
when  residents  of  Arkansas 
St,  petitioned  for  traffic 
controls  near  the  playground. 
Two  dogs  had  been  killed  by 
a  #53  Muni  bus,  and  it  was 
speculated  that  the  next  vic- 
tim might  be  a  child. 

Supervisor  Robert  Gon- 
zales sponsored  a  letter 
to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  requesting  traffic 
control.  DPW  men  then 
came  to  the  neighborhood 
in  January,  and  after  in- 
spection, added  ten  other 
intersections  to  the  orig- 
inal recommendation. 

At  the  February  14  hear- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visor's Fire,  Safety  and 
Police  Committee,  res- 
idents of  Arkansas  St, , 
members  of  the  Potrero 
Hill  Community  Govern- 
ment, and  residents  of 
other  sections  of  the  Hill,_ 
accompanied  by  their  small 
children,  were  in  atten-  - 
dance.

The  Board 
then  unanimously  approved 
the  issuing  of  street  signs 
for  all  over  the  city,  in- 
cluding the  ones  marked 
on  the  VIEW  map  for  our 
area.

PGsE  vs  EaGP 

Campaigning  with  the  slogan  "Turn  PG&E  Around,  " 
a  group  of  local  consumer  activists  called  Electricity 
and  Gas  for  the  People  (E&GP)  have  openly  challenged 
Pacific  Gas  and  Hectric's  proposed  rate  hike.  E&GP 
plans  a  series  of  neighborhood  debates  on  the  pending 
utility  rate  increase,  hopefully  with  PG&E  spokesmen 
participating,    A  discussion  of  the  issue  is  slated  for 
early  April  on  Potrero  Hill. 

PG&E  currently  is  seeking  a  rate  hike  of  $233  million 
for  next  year.    The  increase  now  is  before  the  state 
Public  Utilities  Commission  (PUC)  for  approval;  the 
PUC  has  approved  eleven  rate  hikes  for  PG&E  during 
.the  last  13  months.     During  the  recent  PUC  hearings  on 
the  proposed  hike.   E&GP  representatives  urged  that 
the  PUC  adopt  a  "lifeline"  policy  toward  the  residential 
utility  consumer  whereby  the  average  family  would  pay 
only  a  moderate,  established  rate  for  normal  utility 
consumption, 

E&GP  also  demanded  that  utility  rates  be  uniformly 
standardized  for  all  users.    PG&E's  current  policies 
permit  large,  corporate  users  lower  rates  than  those 
paid  by  family-type  consumers. 

EoiGP  presently  is  seeking  citizen  participation 
throughout  the  Bay  Area  in  its  efforts  to  curb  rising 
electric  and  natural  gas  rates.    Cards  titled  "Stop  the 
PG&E  Rate  Increase"  are  available  in  various,  small- 
er stores  on  the  Hill  and  around  town.    The  yellow 
cards  are  divisable  into  three  postcards:   one  to  the 
PUC,  one  to  PG&E,  and  one  to  E&GP.     They  urge  a 
denial  of  the  proposed  rate  hike,  which  would  add  ap- 
proximately $40  to  each  family's  yearly  PG&E  bill,  and 
adoption  of  the  "lifeline"  service.

Citizen  Power 

A  couple  of  months  ago  a  group  of  angry  citizens 
from  Arkansas  Street  got  together  to  protest  the  speed- 
ing vehicles,  unhindered  by  stop  signs  on  Potrero  Hill's 
long,  steep  straight-aways,  that  were  making  children 
and  pets  an  endangered  species. 

Not  interested  in  waiting  for  body  counts  to  tell  the 
story,  the  Arkansas  group  successfully  petitioned  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  for  stop  signs  to  stop  the  carnage. 

Citizen  action,  demonstrated  by  the  Arkansas  Street 
group  and  the  several  other  Hill  organizations  that 
joined  in  the  effort,  is  apparently  an  effective  way  to 
deal  with  a  community  problem  when  the  solution  is  a 
city  responsibility.    Their  petition  got  newspaper  pub- 
licity and  impressed  the  Supervisors  with  the  import- 
ance of  the  issue. 

As  a  result,  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Police,  Fire 
and  Safety  Committee  has  tentatively  approved  plans 
for  stop  signs  on  Potrero  Hill  recommended  by  the 
Arkansas  Street  group,  the  City  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  Supervisor  Robert  Gonzales.    The  Com- 
mittee's final  decision  will  be  made  at  a  March  14 
meeting,  open  to  the  public. 

Many  thanks  to  the  Arkansas  Street  group,  the  Pot- 
rero Hill  Community  Government  organization.  Super- 
visor Gonzales,  and  the  other  groups  and  individuals 
who  have  worked  together  to  make  this  citizen  action 
a  success. 

Art  for  the  People 

For  the  bulk  of  its  existence,  the  VIEW  has  given 
considerable  space  in  its  pages  to  the  interest  of  art 
and  culture.    We  have  felt  that  art,  in  all  its  various 
forms,  is  an  important  arm  of  society.

One  important  aspect  of  the  federal  revenue  sharing 
funds  proposed  for  use  in  our  community  by  the  Art 
Commission,  and  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, was  that  funds  specifically  be  used  in  a  situa- 
tion such  as  this. 

The  Neighborhood  House  does  not  have  funds  to  re- 
wire the  theatre.    The  funds  allocated  to  this  commun- 
ity through  the  Art  Commission,  as  one  of  six  Neigh- 
borhood Cultural  Centers,  would  have  provided  for 
maintenance  and  for  bringing  the  building  up  to  cod^ 

At  the  date  of  this  writing  work  on  the  theatre  has 
commenced,  so  that,  hopefully,  the  theatre  groups  will 

again  look  forward  to  availing  themselves  of  the  Nabe's 
theatrical  facilities. 

When  the  city  Controller,  Nathan  Cooper,  will  see 
fit  to  release  the  monies  needed  to  pay  for  this  expense' 
is  another  matter. 

Art  for  the  people,  after  all,  is  pretty  far  down  on 
the  list  of  priorities  at  City  Hall.

Black  Theatre  - 
Alive  and  Well 

Much  of  the  anger  and 
frustration  in  some  past 
black  plays  seem  to  have 
been  replayed  by  more 
humor  and  introspection. 
At  least  this  is  the  im- 
pression one  gets  from  the 
just  ended  production  of 
the  Grassroot  Experience 
Theatre's  four  one-act 
plays,  "Wake  Up  Black 
Man,  Wake  Up! at  the 
Neighborhood  House,  at 
953  De  Haro  Street, 

Along  with  GRE  regulars 
and  reliables  Vern  Hender- 
son, Rex  Griffin,  Gene 
Mabrey  and  John  Al  Wood- 
ward, several  new  faces 
appeared  in  these  plays, 
among  them,  and  acting 
for  the  first  time,  were 
Willie  Bolton  in  "Past  is 
Past,  "  by  Richard  Wesley, 
and  Bobby  Joe  Woodward 
in  "Blackness,"  by  J.  E. 
Gaine  s.  Additionally, 
Potrero  Hill  Junior  High 
Schooler  Raynard  Green, 
also  debuted  in  this  pro- 
duction in  "Blackness, " 
All  three  show  promise 
and  are  welcome  additions 
to  this  company. 

All  four  tightly  written 
plays  moved  well  under 
the  direction  of  John  Doyle, 
and  good  performances 
were  the  rule  rather  than 
the  exception. 

From  the  opening  lines 
of  "Andrew,"  by  Clay 
Goss,  to  the  realism  of 
the  pool  shooting  scene  o£ 
"Past  is  Past,  "  and  the 
hilarious  "Jezelbelle,  " 
by  Buriel  Clay,  II,  which 
is  set  in  a  laundromat, 
with  real  machines,  plus 
a  huge  Coke  machine  dis- 
pensing real  drinks,  this 
selection  of  one-act  plays 
made  for  an  enlightened 
evening  at  the  theatre. 

Although  this  miniscule 
review  comes  upon  the 
heels  of  the  play's  closing, 
the  VIEW  hopes  that  in  the 
future  readers  will  re- 
member that  our  com- 
munity does  have  resident 
theatre  groups,  and,  al- 
though they  have  not  read 
a  current  review  of  the 
play  in  this  paper,  they 
will  nonetheless  support 
the  theatre.

Women's  Art  Center  Shows  Hill  Sculptor 


Featuring  an  exhibit  of 
Hill  sculptor  Mary-Curtis 
Ratcliff,  and  coinciding 
with  the  International 
Women's  Day  weekend 
(March  9th  &  10th),  a  new 
gallery,  the  San  Francis- 
co Women's  Art  Center, 
will  mark  its  official 
opening  March  9,  1974. 

The  Center,  400  Bran- 
nan  St.  ,  2nd  floor,  will 
have  a  champagne  opening 
on  Saturday,  from  5  to  8 
p.m.  ,  and  the  celebration 
will  continue  on  Sunday, 
March  10,  from  1  to  5  p.m. 

Former  New  Yorker 
Ratcliff  studied  at  Rhode 
Island  School  of  Design, 
in  Providence,  R.I,, 
where  she  was  a  sculpture 
major.    After  graduation 
in  1967,  with  a  BFA  in 
Art  Education,  she  taught 
art  for  awhile  in  an  ele- 
mentary school  in  New 
York  City. 

After  a  few  years  in  the 
field  of  multi -media  and 
videotape,  and  a  short- 
lived marriage  during 
that  period,   she  felt  that 
the  creativity  she  had 
originally  envisioned  for 
herself  was  not  being  ful- 
filled, and  so  the  artist 
made  the  decision  to  move. 

Settling  in  this  city  in 
1972,  Ms.  Ratcliff  has 
worked  at  making  and  re- 
pairing theatrical  props 
for  the  American  Conser- 
vatory Theatre  {A,  C.  T.  ), 
and  Theme  Events,  (pro- 
ducers of  the  Dickens, 
Renaissance  and  Hyde  St. 
Fairs). 

The  San  Francisco 
Women's  Art  Center 
members  are,  for  the 
most  part,  in  their  20's 
and  30's,  and  are  not  af- 
filiated with  any  other 
women's  art  group. 

"The  emphasis  is  to 
bring  Bay  Area  women 
together  to  explore  at 
different  levels,  "  explain- 
ed artist  Ratcliff.  "We're 
presenting  space  where 
women  can  come  to  show 
their  work;  present  per- 
formances; show  films; 
give  lectures;  have  work- 
shops. 

"We're  not  playing  the 
old  male -oriented  art 
world  game.    We  feel  that 
women  have  to  create  their 
own  alternatives  and  we 
have  to  re -define  the  lim- 
its and  to  state  a  new  con- 
sciousness and  environ- 
ment for  things  to  blossom 
in. 

"Since  coming  to  San 
Francisco,  "  the  artist 
continued,   "I  have  re- 
discovered my  own  self, 
I  have  found  this  new 
awart-nesf  of  piyself 
through  Yoga,  dance,  and 
through  my  involvement 
in  Radical  Therapy. 

"It's  not  going  to  be 
easy  for  women  to  make 
gains,  but  with  the  con- 
sciousness raising  I  have 
seen  in  the  last  few  years, 
women  will  be  gaining 
more  power  and  will  con-

tinue  to  challenge  the 
male  dominated  power, 
on  all  levels  of  society,  " 
she  claimed. 

"The  assumption  has 
been,  over  many  years, 
that  great  works  of  art 
were  created  exclusively 
by  men,  "  continued  Rat- 
cliff.   "It  has  been  recent- 
ly documented  by  Karen 
Petersen  and  J,  J.  Wilson 
of  the  Women's  Studies 
program  at  the  California 
State  College  at  Sonoma, 
that  numerous  works 
assumed  to  have  been 
painted  by  great  masters 
were  actually  done  by 
their  daughters,  students 
or  mistresses.    Do  you 
know  that  most  household 
utensils ,  weaving,  knitting 
and  dyeing  were  designed 
and  created  by  women? 
We  must  recondition  peo- 
ple to  recognize  women's 
roles  in  the  arts.  We've 
been  producing  for  cen- 
turies but  have  never 
been  recognized,  " 

Ratcliff's  one-woman 
show  will  include  wind 
sculptures,  collage, 
drawings  and  two  murals. 
Her  sculptures  include 
hoops  and  ribbons  that 
blow  in  the  wind.  "They 
express  my  involvement 
in  movement  and  growth,  " 
explained  the  artist, 

"I  think  it's  a  good 
thing  to  be  living  in  1974 
because  I  can  define  my 
own  life.    I  want  to  share 
and  communicate  my  work 
work,  this  part  of  my 
life,  with  others,  "  she 
stated. 


Ratcliff  has  exhibited 
in  the  Potrero  Hill  Annual 
Artists  Show  at  the  libra- 
ry, and  plans  to  be  a  reg- 
ular participant.

of  the  city)  temperatures. 
Since  warm  air  rises  (cold- 
er air  is  heavier  air)  the 
higher  temperature  will 
usually  be  the  higher  ele- 
vation. Bernal  Heights  has 
similar  conditions  and  re- 
sults. 

Pcchncr  has  many  sources 
of  information  at  his  finger - 
tipSi  too  numerous  to  el- 
aborate on  now.  Besides 
two  barometers,  several 
thermometers  (including 
a  high-low  recorder),  and 
a  rain  measurement  unit, 
he  collects  weather  data 
daily.  All  the  data  and  in- 
struments would  not,  how- 
ever, earn  his  daily  bread. 
His  ability  to  predict  has 
developed  through  his  ex- 
perience and  attentiveness 
for  detail.  He  will  tell  you 
that  sun  spot  activity  indi- 
cates major  changes  on  the 
Earth,  the  activity  causing 
the  bending  or  breaking  of 
energy  waves.  He  will  tell 


you  that  there  are  repeat- 
ing cycles.  The  four  sea- 
sons are  obvious  general 
evidence   of  cycles,  but 
there  are  36  major  weather 
types  which  can  be  predicted 
in  relatively  accurate  fash- 
ion. Each  weather  type 
lasts  for  six  days.  Which 
type  is  coming  next,  or 
what  the  weather  is  going 
to  be  tomorrow  or  next 
weekend  is  the  challenge 
facing  Pechner  every  day. 
The  simplest  question  re- 
garding the  weather  for 
Potrero  Hill's  resident 
meteorologist  is:  Where  is 
the  best  climate  in  San  Fran- 
cisco ? 

Pechner  has  given  a  spe-- 
cial  prediction  for  Hill  re- 
sidents.   He  says  his  "long 
range  data  indicates  some 
early  Spring  weather  in  the 
first  week  of  March,  with 
temperatures  in  the  first 
six  day  period  rising  to  the 
upper  70's.
